Victorian State League club 
Slavia is up in arms over 
allegations in a daily new- 
Spaper that the club is im- 
porting players just to sell 
them. 


Stavia secretary Vince French said he 
knew nothing about a reported call for an 
inquiry into the club by ASF president Sir 
Arthur George- 


“All these reports have done the club a 
lot of harm and our president, Peter Col- 
ling, is seeking legal advice on them,” Mr 
French said. 


Allegations against the club started 
with a report quoting Newcastle coach 
Alan Vest saying that Slavia had been 
asking for excessive transfer fees. 


Mr French said that Newcastle had 
wanted to buy striker Carl Gilder and that 
Slavia had quoted an Opening price of 
$7000, which was neaotiable. 


Players transferred from Slavia In re- 
cent months were mainly from among 
the eight who went on strike last year, or 
these who had requested transfers. 


Those who went on strike, sald Mr 
French, were Paul Smith, Dave Ripley, 
Steve Moore, John Cain, Les Owens, 
Glenn Westley, Cari Gilder and Mike 
O'Halloran. 


Of these, Gilder returned to the team 
quickly, and Owens and Westley came 
back a little later. 


Westley is still playing for Slavia but 
Owens was transferred for only $1500 — 
an extremely tow price for a player of his 
calibre. 


Moore went to Western Suburbs (Vic) 
for $2500, Cain joined Green Gully Ajax 
for $3000, and Steve Bennie went to Ajax 
for $5000. 


All had requested transfers.

During the next eight 


years, Alexander won 
promotion to the State 
League three times times 
but slipped back down to 
the First Division every time 
one or two seasons later. 

Kriaris blames the com- 
mittee for the yo-yo-like 
peformance of the team.

build the attack. His injury 
came at a most inconvenient 
moment. 

However, Edstroem made 
a strong comeback recently 
and hopes are high that the 
forward line will again be built 
around him in Argentina.

As Sweden succeeded in 
scoring more than one goal in 
only one international match 
in 1977, it is of course the at- 
tack, which causes Georg 
Ericson problems. He js 
worried about the offensive 
but thinks he will find a com- 
plement to Thomas Sjoeberg, 
who is sure to get a place in 
the team. 

Sjoeberg had a smattering 
of the pro-life (at German 
Karlsruhe) but came back to 
Sweden after a short period 
as the pro-contract was an- 
nulled. The pro-life obviously 
did not sult him. 
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In 1965, Sweden 
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Brilliant Swedish right 
winger Kurt Hamrin who 
scored four goals in the 
1958 finals held in 
Sweden.

Since the war Sweden, 
together with Denmark and 
Yugoslavia, has become the 
greatest source in the field of 
exporting footballers in 
Europe — particularly to West 
Germany. 


This has made it difficult for 
Sweden to plan and maintain 
a stable national team that 
can train and play together 
regularly. 

The first Swedish stars to 
make their mark abroad were 
Gunnar Gren, Gunnar Nor- 
dahl and Nils Liedhotm who 
went to italian clubs after the 
1948 Olympic tournament in 
London, and made thelr for- 
tunes. 

Latter stopper Gustavsson 
and wingers Kurt Hamrin and 
“Nacka” Skoglund made their 
names in italy, while centre 
forward Agne Simonsson 
played for Real Madrid. 

One of the best players In 
the current Swedish side is 
midfield Schemer Anders 
Linderoth, 26, who at 5 ft 7 ins 
is also the smallest in the 
team. 

Sweden has succeeded in 
maintaining a very important 
aspect of stability by having 
had the same manager since 
1971 — Georg Ericson. 

Ericson says: “If | were 
wholly responsible for 
Swedish football then | would 
limit migration of players 
abroad. No players under the 
age of 26 or 27 should be 
allowed to leave the country.”
